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BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN AUGUST 


Economic activity recorded a considerable expansion in August over the 
preceding month. A sharp advance was recorded in productive operations 
especially in industries engaged on war contracts. The index of the physical 
volume of business moved up from 144-5 in July to a considerably higher point 
in the month under review. Pending the announcement in regard to the second 
war loan, the high-grade bond market showed advance for the second consecutive 
month. The price of Dominion bonds averaged higher than in any other month 
of the present year except May. Common stock prices extended the advance of 
the preceding month, but still showed a considerable decline from the same 
period of last year. Advances were shown both in demand and notice deposits 
at the beginning of the month, the standing having been higher than at any 
other time since the end of January. 

It was announced on August 30 that construction work had begun on 
several additional major plants in the Government’s industrial development 
program, involving expenditures and commitments totalling $165 million. The 
plant construction program, comprising the erection and enlargement of more 
than one hundred plants, is in various stages of completion. A number of plants 
are already in operation, a large proportion being scheduled for production in 
the next six months, while still others will enter production in the second quarter 
of next year. It was estimated that the annual output of these plants might 
reach $800 million. The plants are located at points in the Dominion where 
materials may be produced at the greatest speed, and where an adequate supply 
of skilled employees, raw materials and suitable transportation facilities are 
available. Purchases by the Department of Munitions and Supply on Canadian 
account exceeded $300 million. Purchases made on British account totalled 
some $85 million. Thus with the $165 million plant construction program now 
in progress, expenditures and commitments by the department in the last 
eleven months amount to $550 million. 

Most industrial activities participated in the advance subsequent to July, 
exceptions being pulp and paper, the automotive trades and chemicals, which 
declined. The most marked advance of all was in the textile group, especially 
men’s and women’s factory clothing, owing to increased seasonal demand in 
the civilian section as well as continued activity in the military sections. Leather 
footwear recorded recovery from the recent moderate level. The iron and steel 
trades showed further expansion, partly on Government account, especially 
in structural steel, shipbuilding, boilers and engines, castings and forgings, 
wire and sheet metal products. 

It is forecast that Canada will have, this fall, the second largest wheat crop 
in the country’s history. The estimated production was placed at 561-1 million 
bushels, as compared with the 566-7 million in 1928, which was the maximum of 
Canadian wheat production. This total compares with nearly 490 million bushels 
in 1939. It is the first time that crops of such large dimensions have followed 
each other in successive years. 

The current estimate of Prairie spring wheat at 534 million is made up of 
71 million from Manitoba, 260 million from Saskatchewan and 203 million from 
Alberta. The crops in Manitoba and Alberta are the largest that were ever 
harvested in the provinces. Early deliveries of this year’s crop have shown a 
oe of samples grading at or near the top with unusually good test 
weights. 

The Canadian Wheat Board recently increased the quota of deliveries from 


5 bushels per acre to 8 bushels generally and as high as 15 bushels in a few areas. 
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As the wheat gradually moves overseas, the prospect is that the 8 bushel quota 
will be raised to 10 bushels or more. 

The Canadian Wheat Board has issued a list of fixed minimum prices for 
carload lots of wheat for the 1940-41 season. The price was based on the 70-cent 
price, set by the Dominion Government for No. 1 Northern, basis in store at 
Fort William or Vancouver. 

The Council of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange announced on September 17 
that the minimum price of October wheat in the futures pit would be 70 cents 
a bushel, compared with the previous minimum of 733 cents. December wheat’s 
pegged price was dropped from 74§ cents to 713 and May wheat was listed on 
the board with a peg of 75%. 

Cold storage stocks of creamery butter were 57-5 million pounds on Septem- 
ber 1, compared with nearly 50 million one month previously, and 54-9 million 
on the same date one year ago. Cheese stocks were 32-4 million pounds against 
32-7 million the month before, and 53-3 million a year ago. 

The wartime increase in the consumer demand for meats has caused a 
marked advance in marketings and increased prices. Hog raisers alone, to the 
end of August, had received between $14 million and $15 million more in 1940 
than in the same period of 1939. Employment and purchasing power generally 
had increased, and the defence forces had bought a large quantity of good 
quality ‘meat. Heavy autumn marketings have already commenced and an 
all-time record in hog marketings is looked for this season. 

Output of steel ingots during August was 166,879 tons, an increase of 
2,300 tons over July and 40-6 per cent in excess of a year ago, when output was 
118,784 tons. The August production was the second highest for any month 
in the history of the industry, having been exceeded by only last May’s pro- 
duction of 168,703 tons. 

Automobile production in August was 13,993 units against 14,468 in the 
preceding month, and 3,475 in August last year. The total output during the 
first 8 months of the year was 139,373 units against 106,475 in the same period 
of last year. 

The financing of motor vehicle sales amounted to 14,561 units in August, 
with a finance value of 5-7 million dollars compared with 14-194 vehicles at 
5-6 million in August, 1939. 

Sales in new automobiles were only 6,849 in number having a value of 7-8 
million dollars, a decline of 13 per cent in units and 8 per cent in value in July 
compared with the preceding month. The tax on new automobiles in Canada’s 
1940 war budget was reflected strongly in the sales. 

For the purpose of conserving United States exchange for war purchases, 
the sale of imported fuel oil to new oil-burning plants was prohibited with 
certain exceptions. Certain classes of plants which had been using coal and 
other fuels have shown a tendency to change over to oil. The effect of the 
order would be to save exchange and hold the market for Canadian products. 

To provide against a future shortage of power, hydro engineers of Ontario 
studied plans for construction of a larger power plant on the Madawaska River 
to develop between 150,000 and 200,000 horse power. An additional 10,000 
horse power may be developed above ragged rapids on the Musquash River. 

The rapidly accelerating war effort continued to find reflection in the 
expanding domestic construction figures which for August reached the highest 
level in exactly 10 years. Only August, 1930, which had a total of $49-4 million 
in contracts awarded had a larger total during the decade. The $40-7 million 
of contracts placed in August included sundry public buildings, comprising 
barracks, training schools and other structures, in addition to certain plants 
which may be presumed to be for the production of war materials. 

The loans approved by the National Housing Act in August numbered 420, 
providing housing accommodation for 433 families, amounting to $1,285,223. 
Total loans under the Act to August 31 amounted to more than $61-5 million. 
Total loans under the Home Improvement Act since November, 1936, amounted 
to 116,419 in number, worth $46-6 million. 
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Substantial increases in earnings of lake shipping companies, with marked 
gains in some instances are a certainty for the current season compared with a 
year ago. The major factor contributing to the improvement was exceptionally 
heavy movement of iron ore on the lakes. Some authorities estimated from 64 
million to 67 million tons would be moved. The over-winter grain storage 
business, due to the embarrassing storage problem will yield a much heavier 
volume. 

Department store sales were 14 per cent higher in August than in July and 
25 per cent higher than in the same month of last year. Increasing income and 
virtual elimination of tourist shopping in the United States is considered respon- 
sible for the increase. The index of Department store sales was 89-8 in August 
compared with 87-6 in the preceding month. 

The index of wholesale prices indicates that the general level has been 
relatively well maintained during the first 8 months of 1940. In September of 
last year, following the outbreak of war, wholesale prices advanced considerably. 
The general index was 83 in the week of September 13, compared with 77-4 in 
the same week of last year. During the same interval the index of Canadian 
farm products, based on 70 price series, receded from 64-8 to 64-4. 

Higher levels were reached by merchandise exports of Canadian produce, 
exclusive of gold. The total amount during the 12 months ended August was 
$1,129-6 million against $870 million in the same period of the preceding year, 
a gain of 28-6 per cent. The pattern of the export trade includes an important 
rise in British purchases, while the exports to foreign countries, exclusive of 
the United States, accounted for a much lesser proportion than a year ago. 
This contraction results from wartime suspension of trading with enemy 
countries, and countries dominated by the enemy. 

Canada’s domestic exports in August increased to $110-5 million from 
$75-6 million in August of last year. With the exception of June this year, 
the August total is greater than in any other month since the beginning of 1937. 

The index of dividends on stocks traded on Canadian Exchanges was 
120-5 in August against 130 in the same month of 1939. The standing in July 
was 120-4. 

The domestic high-grade bond market recently showed a marked degree of 
stability around levels that were the highest since August of last year, just 
prior to the outbreak of war. At the present time Dominion of Canada long- 
term bonds have regained about two-thirds of the loss sustained between last 
year’s maximum of March and last year’s minimum reached in September. 

On September 5, the Minister of Finance announced an issue of $300 million 
of 3 per cent bonds with a maturity of 12 years. The bonds were offered to the 
public at 98-75 to yield 3-125 per cent per year to maturity. In addition to the 
$300 million in cash subscriptions, the Treasury proposed to convert the $75 
million, 43 per cent loan that fell due on September 1. The rate of the new 
loan was the lowest obtained by any British country, with the exception of 
the United Kingdom. The books were closed at noon September 21, the loan 
having been oversubscribed. 

Dominion Government revenues in August amounted to $54-1 million, 
and expenditures $94-2 million. One year ago, income totalled $33-5 million 
and expenditures nearly $32 million, leaving an excess income of $1,567,000. 
Revenue for the 5 months of the present fiscal year was $328-9 millions and 
expenditures $345-2 millions. 

With Toronto leading all districts, income tax collections in Canada during 
the first five months of the current fiscal year amounted to $132 millions com- 
pared with $102 millions in the corresponding period of the preceding fiscal year.

SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN AOOT 


L’activité économique s’accélére considérablement en aot par rapport A juillet. Les 
opérations productives avancent brusquement, spécialement dans les industries de guerre. 
L’indice du volume physique des affaires passe de 144-5 en juillet 4 un niveau beaucoup plus 
élevé le mois sous revue. En attendant l’annonce du deuxiéme emprunt de guerre, le marché 
des obligations de tout repos accuse une avance pour le deuxiéme mois consécutif. La cote 
moyenne des obligations du Dominion est plus haute qu’en tout autre mois de ]’année courante 
excepté mai. Les actions ordinaires continuent l’avance du mois précédent, mais elles font 
encore voir un recul considérable en regard de la méme période de l’an dernier. Illy a augmen- 
tation des dépéts A demande et 4 terme au début du mois; leur niveau est plus élevé qu’en tout 
autre temps depuis la fin de janvier. 


Tl été annoncé le 30 aodt qu’on avait commencé la construction de plusieurs autres fabriques 
importantes comprises dans le programme de développement industriel du Gouvernement, 
comportant des dépenses et des engagements de $165,000,000. Le programme de construction 
de fabriques, comprenant I’érection et l’agrandissement de plus de cent établissements, atteint 
différents stages de parachévement. Un certain nombre de fabriques sont déji en opération, 
une forte proportion doivent produire le prochain semestre, tandis que d’autres encore commen- 
ceront 4 fonctionner dans de deuxiéme trimestre de l’année prochaine. On a estimé que la pro- 
duction annuelle de ces établissements pourrait atteindre $800,000,000. Ces fabriques sont 
placées aux endroits du Dominion ov les matiéres premiéres peuvent se produire avec la plus 
grande célérité et ot l'on dispose d’une source adéquate d’ouvriers spécialisés et de facilités de 
transport appropriées. Les achats du Ministére des Munitions et Approvisionnements pour 


le compte du Gouvernement canadien surpassent $300,000,000. Les achats pour le compte 
du Gouvernement britannique se chiffrent 4 environ $85,000,000. Ainsi, avec le programme 
de construction de fabriques maintenant en voie d’exécution et qui se place 4 $165,000,000, les 
dépenses et les engagements du Ministére au cours des onze derniers mois s’élévent A $550,000,000. 


La plupart des sphéres insdustrielles participent 4 l’avance aprés juillet, 4 l’exception de la 
pulpe et du papier, de l’automobile et des produits chimiques qui enregistrent des déclins. 
L’avance la plus marquée est celle du groupe des textiles, spécialement la confection pour hommes 
et femmes, par suite de l’accroissement saisonnier de la demande civile et militaire. La produc- 
tion de chaususres en cuir marque une reprise, aprés avoir été modérée récemment. La 
sidérurgie prend encore de l’expansion, ce qui est partiellement attribuable aux commandes 
du Gouvernement; c’est spécialement le cas de l’acier de charpente, de la construction navale 
des chaudiéres et moteurs, des coulages et piéces forgées, du fil métallique et de la télerie. 


On prévoit que le Canada aura cet automne sa deuxiéme plus grande récolte de blé dans 
Vhistoire du pays. La production estimative est placée 4 561,100,000 boisseaux comparative- 
ment A 566,700,000 boisseaux en 1928, le maximum de la production canadienne de blé. Ce 
total se compare A prés de 490,000,000 de boisseaux en 1939. C’est la premiére fois que |’on 
voit des récoltes aussi abondantes deux années consécutives. 


L’estimation courante du blé de printemps dans les Provinces des Prairies est de 
534,000,000 de boisseaux, dont 71,000,000 au Manitoba, 260,000,000 en Saskatchewan et 
203,000,000 en Alberta. Les récoltes du Manitoba et de |’Alberta sont les plus considérables 
qu’on ait jamais vues en ces provinces. Les premiéres livraisons de la récolte de cette année 
renfermaient un fort pourcentage d’échantillons se classant dans les qualités supérieures et les 
épreuves de pesanteur ont donné des résultats extraordinairement bons. 


La Commission canadienne du blé a récemment augmenté le contingentement des livraisons 
de 5 boisseaux par acre 4 8 boisseaux en général et méme A 15 boisseaux en certaines régions. 
On prévoit que le contingentement de 8 boisseaux sera porté 4 10 boisseaux ou plus, au fur et 
& mesure que le blé sera évacué outre-mer. 
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La Commission canadienne du blé a publié une liste de prix fixes minimums pour le blé 
par lots d’un wagon durant la saison 1940-41. Le prix est basé sur celui de 70 cents, établi par 
le Gouvernement fédéral pour le n° 1 Nord, entreposé A Fort William ou Vancouver. 


Le Conseil de la Bourse des grains de Winnipeg a annoncé le 17 septembre que le prix 
minimum du blé d’octobre sur le marché des ventes 4 termes serait de 70 cents le boisseau, compa- 
rativement au minimum antérieur de 73§ cents. Le prix fixe du blé de décembre a été abaissé 
de 74% cents & 71 et le blé de mai a été stabilisé a 75%. 

Les stocks de beurre de crémerie dans les entrepéts frigorifiques se placent & 57,500,000 
livres le ler septembre, 4 rapprocher de prés de 50,000,000 le mois précédent et 54,900,000 la 
méme date de !’an dernier. Les stocks de fromage s’établissent 4 32,400,000 livres, en regard 
de 32,700,000 le mois précédent et 53,300,000 l’an dernier. 


L’accroissement de la demande de viande de la part des consommateurs, occasionné par la 
guerre, a fait augmenter les arrivages de bestiaux d’une fagon marquée et hausser les prix. A la 
fin d’aofit 1940 les éleveurs de pores 4 eux seuls ont recu de $14,000,000 & $15,000,000 de plus 
qu’au cours de la méme période de 1939. L’emploiement et le pouvoir d’achat en général 
ont augmenté, et l’armée a acheté une grande quantité de viande de bonne qualité. Les arrivages 
considérables d’automne sont déji commencés et |’on s’attend que les arrivages de pores établis- 
sent un record cette saison. 


La production de lingots d’acier est de 166,879 tonnes en aofit, augmentation de 2,300 
tonnes sur juillet et de 40-6 p.c. par rapport aux 118,784 tonnes de l’an dernier. La production 
d’aodt est la deuxiéme plus forte en tout mois dans l/histoire de l’industrie et n’est surpassée 
que par celle de 168,703 tonnes en mai dernier. 

La production d’automobiles se place 4 13,993 unités en aofit, comparativement 4 14,468 
le mois précédent et 3,475 en aoit l’an dernier. La production des huit premiers mois de l’année 
atteint un total de 139,373 unités contre 106,475 la méme période de |’an dernier. 


En aoidt il se finance 14,561 automobiles pour une valeur de $5,700,000, & rapprocher de 
14,194 véhicules financés pour $5,600,000 en aofit 1939. 


On n’a vendu que 6,849 automobiles neufs d’une valeur de $7,800,000, déclin de 13 p.c. 
en nombre et de 8 p.c. en valeur par rapport 4 juillet. La taxe sur les automobiles neufs, imposée 
lors du budget de guerre du Canada en 1940, a eu une forte répercussion sur les ventes. 


Afin de conserver le change américain pour les achats de guerre, la vente d’huile combustible 
importée aux nouvelles fabriques qui consomment du pétrole a été prohibée, sauf en quelques 
cas. Un certain nombre de fabriques qui utilisaient le charbon et d’autres combustibles ont eu 
une tendance a adopter le pétrole. L’ordonnance aura pour effet de conserver le change et de 
garder le marché pour les produits canadiens. 

Les hydrauliciens de l'Ontario, afin d’éviter une pénurie future d’énergie, ont étudié des 
projets en vue de la construction d’une vaste centrale électrique sur la riviére Madawaska, 
qui développerait de 150,000 4 200,000 h.p. On pourrait également capter 10,000 autres h.p. 
en amont des rapides impétueux sur la riviére Musquash. 

L’amplification rapide de l’effort de guerre continue de se refiéter dans l'industrie du 
batiment, dont le volume en aofit atteint son plus haut niveau en dix ans exactement. Ce 
n’est qu’en aofit 1930, alors que les contrats adjugés se chiffraient 4 $49,400,000, que le total 
a été plus considérable pendant la décade. Les contrats de $40,700,000 en aoit cette année 
comprennent divers édifices publics, des casernes, des écoles de formation et autres bitiments, 
ainsi que certaines fabriques que l’on peut présumer destinées 4 la production de matériel de 
guerre. 

Les préts approuvés en vertu de la loi nationale du logement en aofit se chiffrent & 420 et 
ont une valeur de $1,285,223; ces habitations logeront 433 familles. Les préts consentis en 
vertu de cette loi jusqu’au 31 aofit dépassent $61,500,000. Les préts sous l’empire de la loi 
d’amélioration des logements depuis novembre 1936 se chiffrent 4 116,419 et ont une valeur 
de $46,600,000. 

Les recettes des compagnies de navigation lacustre accuseront sirement des augmentations 
importantes pendant la saison courante comparativement A l’an dernier et, dans certains cas, 
les gains seront marqués. Le principal facteur d’amélioration a été le transport exceptionnelle- 
ment considérable de minerai de fer sur les lacs. Des autorités ont estimé que l’on en 
transporterait de 64,000,000 4 67,000,000 de tonnes. A cause du probléme épineux de |’entre- 
posage, le volume de blé devant hiverner dans les cales sera beaucoup plus considérable. 
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En aotit les ventes des magasins 4 rayons surpassent de 14 p.c. celles de juillet et de 25 p.c. 
celles du méme mois de Il’an dernier. On considére que les causes de l’augmentation sont 
l’accroissement des revenus et |’élimination presque compléte des achats des touristes aux 
Etats-Unis. L’indice des ventes des magasins 4 rayons se place A 89-8 en aoiit contre 87-6 le 
mois précédent. 


L’indice des prix de gros révéle que le niveau général s’est relativement bien maintenu 
les huit premiers mois de 1940. En septembre l’an dernier, aprés le déclenchement des 
hostilités, les prix de gros avaient haussé considérablement. L'indice général s’établissait a 
83 la semaine du 13 septembre comparativement A 77-4 la méme semaine de l’an dernier. 
Pendant le méme intervalle |’indice des produits de la ferme canadienne, basé sur 70 séries de 
prix, a reculé de 64-8 a 64-4. 


Les exportations de produits canadiens (a I’exclusion de l’or) touchent des niveaux plus 
élevés. La valeur totale au cours des douze mois terminés en aofit est de $1,129,600,000 compa- 
rativement A $870,000,000 la méme période de l’année précédente, gain de 28 p.c. Le commerce 
d’exportation se caractérise par une augmentation importante des achats britanniques; mais 
les exportations aux pays étrangers, autres que les Etats-Unis, sont beaucoup plus faibles que 
celles de l’an dernier. Cette contraction résulte de la suspension du commerce avec les pays 
ennemis et les pays dominés par |’ennemi. 


Les exportations canadiennes augmentent 4 $110,500,000 en aofit comparativement a 
$75,600,000 en aodt l’an dernier. Excepté en juin cette année, le total d’aodt est plus fort qu’en 
tout autre mois depuis le début de 1937. 


Les emprunts sur nantissement des membres de la Bourse de Toronto se chiffrent 
$8,700,000 a la fin d’aoft, déclin de $351,000 en regard du mois précédent. En méme temp’ 
l’évaluation courante de tous les titres enregistrés 4 la Bourse s’éléve 4 $3,863,000,000, augmens 
tation de $147,000,000 par rapport au 31 juillet. 


Le volume des transactions 4 la Bourse et au Curb de Montréal en aoiit est 4 son plus bas 
en dix ans; 296,000 titres industriels et miniers changent de mains, comparativement 4 379,000 
le mois précédent et 2,036,000 le mois correspondant de I|’an dernier. 


L’indice des dividendes sur les titres négociés aux bourses canadiennes s’établit 4 120-5 en 
aotit, contre 130 le méme mois de 1939 et 120-4 en juillet. 


Le marché canadien des obligations de tout repos a récemment affiché un degré de stabilité 
& des niveaux qui étaient les plus élevés depuis aotit de l’an dernier, exactement avant le déclen- 
chement de la guerre. A l’heure actuelle les obligations 4 long terme du Canada ont regagné 


environ deux tiers de la perte qu’elles avaient subie entre le maximum de |’an dernier en mars 
et le minimum de I’an dernier en septembre. 


Le 5 septembre le Ministre des Finances a annoncé |’émission de $300,000,000 d’obligations 
& 3 p.c. échéant en douze ans. Les obligations ont été offertes au public 4 98-75, rapportant 
3-125 p.c. par année jusqu’aé l’échéance. En outre des souscriptions de $300,000,000 en espéces, 
le Trésor a proposé de convertir l’emprunt de $75,000,000 & 4} p.c. qui échéait le ler septembre. 
Le taux du nouvel emprunt a été le plus bas obtenu par tout pays britannique, 4 l’exception du 
Royaume-Uni. Les livres ont été fermés A midi le 21 septembre, l’emprunt ayant été 
sursouscrit. 


En aotit les recettes du Gouvernement fédéral se chiffrent & $54,100,000 et les dépenses, & 
$94,200,000. Il y a un an les recettes s’élevait 4 $33,500,000 et les dépenses approchaient 
$32,000,000, laissant un excédent de $1,567,000 en recettes. Les cing premiers mois de l’exercice 
financier courant les recettes se placent 4 $328,900,000 et les dépenses, 4 $345,200,000. 


La perception de l’impét sur le revenu rapporte $132,000,000 au cours des cinq premiers 
mois de l’exercice financier courant, 4 rapprocher de $102,000,000 la période correspondante 
de l’année précédente; Toronto est en téte de tous les districts.
